Tips for mailing holiday packages 




Some last-minute packaging pointers to make sure your 
Christmas gifts have a sa,fe trip' to their destination -were 
issued by Antioch Postmaster Wayne C. Van Heirseele. 

"Poorly-wrapped packages may be turned back to the 
sender at the post office," Postmaster Van Heirseele said, 
"and the window clerk will point out the deficiencies and 
suggest how they may be corrected." 

To make sure the parcels arc properly wrapped in the 
first place to avoid delay and inconvenience; here are some 
suggestions: 

The best protection is a fiberboard container with ' 
enough cushioning inside to keep the contents from 
shifting and to protect them frqm bumps. Usually, ifjthe 
box is strong enough, an outer wrapper isn't needed. If

you do use a wrapper, it should be at least as strong as a. 
grocery bag. 

Cord or string are hot recommended. For closing and 
reinforcing the parcel self-sticking filament-reinforced 
tape is best. 

As an added precaution, include both destination and 
return address inside the parcel. Make sure the addression 
the outside is legible and complete with Zip Code, and that 
there is sufficient postage. 

Packages with easily broken contents should be marked 
Fragile; foods should be marked Perishable.

The tragedy of Guyana was discussed in "The Millburn 
Messenger," an interesting publication distributed to 
members of the Millburn Congregational Church. 

We'd like to. pass along his comments, and we trust 
Pastor D.A. McPeck won't mind. Here is what he had to 
say: 

'A THOUGHT ABOUT GUYANA. 1 have always 
thought that one of the great weaknesses of ' American , 
Protestantism in particular, is the following individual 
clergypersons build up. It is, for instance, well known 
among clergypersons that whenever they do "on vacation 
and there is to be a guest minister the people don't know, 
attendance will fall usually from 20 to 50 percent. Few 
Protestant's will stop on a Sunday morning when on 
vacation and worship in a strange church, where~~thcy 
don't know the minister. As people become close to or 
comfortable with acertain minister, they can't imagine, 
being married by anyone else, or having anyone else 
baptize .their baby. 

Don't get me wrong. I wish to be well liked as anyone. 
But 1 am only the deliverer of the message of God's" love, 
and God's salvation offered in Jesus Christ. I deliver that 
•message better than some, worse than others. God's love 
is the same whether I baptize the baby of people close to 
me in the congregation, or a stranger does it. I may not 
seem as warm if done by a stranger, but .the result is the 
same. 

:^The cult type of allegiance prevalent in all churches in. 
one degree or another, reached a dredful consequence 
with Jim Jones. He personally became so popular with 
.members of his church that both the church members and 
their ministers started to get confused about his role. They 
both began to assume that he was not the story teller, 
telling the old and new story of God's love, but in their 
mind and his mind he became the Messianic carrier of the 
message. Once he assumed the role of God, it was, 
. psychiatrists tell us, a short step to a feeling of paranoia - a 
feeling that the principalities and powers of the world were 
after him. 

In all things we need balance. We come to church to 
worship and serve God. Sometimes the minister- helps us 
focus well on God. Sometimes less well. But always the 
focus should be on God. Never the minister.

"•Bernie Gunty was one of his sponsors," Dennis said, 
"and the Bike-A-Thon route goes down North Ave,, right 
past Bcrnie's delicatessen. 

"Bernie saw Sean ride- past once, then later saw him - 
ride past again. Then, sometime later, there was Sean 
going around the route a third time. 

" '1 was thinking, one more time and I'm going-to shoot 
the air out of his tires,' " Dennis quoted Bernie as saying. 

IF YOU ARE PLANNING to build a wooden sidewalk in

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License plates 
oh their way 

Illinois motorists began displaying their new multi-year 
blue and white license plates. Secretary of State Alan J. 
Dixon' said that the plates are being sold over-the-counter 
at banks, .savings and loan associations and currency 
exchanges as well as 'Secretary of State facilities in 
Springfield and Chicago. In Antioch plates can be 
purchased at the State Bank. 

The new plates , with validating stickers, are designed to 
last for at least five. years under the. new multi-year, 
staggered registration program instituted by Secretary 
Dixon. It is estimated that the. program will save Illinois 
S21 million, mostly in plate manufacturing costs. 

Secretary Dixon reminded Illinois motorists that the new 
license • plate ' package, whether , t purchased over-the- 
counter or by mail from Springfield, will include a small 
sticker, in a plastic bag attached to the back of the vehicle 
identification card. • 

"The blue 1979 sticker for those motorists who 

purchased the short option (less than one year's 

validation) goes in the upper lefthand corner of the license 

.plate' that is attached to the rear of the automobile," 

Secretary Dixon said. 

"The red 1980 sticker given to motorists who purchased 
the long option (validation for more than one year) goes in 
the upper righthand corner of the plate, covering the 79," 
Dixon said. After 1980, stickers will be purchased annually 
at the regular fee of $18 or. $30.

WHILE ALMOST HALF of the plates purchased by 
Illinois motorists will be dispensed over the counter, many 
persons have requested that their 1978 numbers be 
reassigned and others have requested special numbers. 
Such transactions must be carried out by mail through .the 
Springfield offices with motorists being required to send in 
their applications and fees prior to Sept. 30. • 

"As a result of our desire to fulfill every motorist's 
request as near as possible — because the plates will be on 
cars for at least five years — our office has been 
swamped," Dixon said. "We received 325,000 additional 
special requests for plates, 1.7 million compared to 1.4 
■million last year." 

"Our workers in .Springfield are going night and day to 
put license plates in the mail so they may be delivered to 
the public by the deadline," Dixon said. "The pace is 
slowed by the necessity of manually placing stickers on the 
back of the identification cards. As of today, wethave 
mailed 738,504 pairs of plates; This time last year, we had 
mailed slightly more than one million," Dixon said. - 

Every Illinois motorist who ordered license plates within 
a reasonable time frame for delivery will receive plates 
before any deadline is imposed," Dixon said.

. New minimum-size mail standards will go into effect in 
March or April, the Postal Service said Tuesday. 
-VThe same effective date will be used to implement a 
surcharge for oversized mail, a 'matter now pending before 
the postal rate commission. 

The Postal Service's board of governors established the 
timetable for the common implementation date. 
Currently, the independent postal rate commission ms 
considering the Postal Service's proposal for the 13-cent 
surcharge for oversized mail and has until Feb. 25 to act on 
it. ... 

Assuming such action around that date, the board of 
governors would consider setting the specific imple- 
mentation date at its March meeting. 

THE MINIMUM-SIZE standards, which apply to , all. 
classes of* mail! establish that envelopes and . cards 
measuring less than 3 l /i inches high or 5 inches long, and 
"certain other items that can jam machinery and damage 
other mail will hot bejacccpted. 

Also, the new requirements call for a thickness of at
